"Bs" brought him great wealth; 
the second trio helped him spread 
it and the seventh gave him the 
self-imposed prideful title of "the 
best housekeeper la New York.” 
His brewery, inherited from his 
father, was one of the largest con­ 
cerns of its kind in the world. His 
New York Yankees drew greater 
crowds than any other team in the 
American league. 
His real estate 
holdings, acquired chiefly through 
the 1929-36 depression years when 
prices were low, added millions to 
hie fortune. 
Four Years In Congress 
He turned to the "hangnails” for 
diversion, but his string of race 
horses won so many purses that it 
began to take on the aspects of a 
profitable business aud he quit the 
turf. He collected St. Bernard dogs 
that cost $5,000 a year to feed. His 
succession of yachts was climaxed 
by the “Yankee,” a 437-ton twin- 
screw, steel craft of luxurious ap­ 
pointments. 
At one stage of his career he 
served four successive terms In the 
national house of representatives. 
At another he was interested tn 
military affairs, served in the na­ 
tional guard and was a colonel on 
the staffs of two governors. 
But it was as owner of the New 
York Yankees, boss of Miller Hug­ 
gins, "Babe” Ruth and ‘iro n Man” 
Gehrig 
that 
Ruppcrt 
was 
most 
widely known. 
For mote than a dozen 
years 
various owners of the club had 
tried vainly to produce a winner 
before Rnppert and Col. T. L. Hus­ 
ton bought the outfit in 1915. The 
two colonels poured money into the 
team and paid Boston $125,000 for 
R uths contract, a record price at 
that time. 
Their first pennant- 
winner was achieved in 1921. They 
had another In 1922. 
In 1923 Rup- 
pert bought Huston’s interest for 
a reported 11,500,000. 
That year 
the Yankees won the W orld Series 
from the New York Giants, who 
had defeated them in the two pre­ 
vious classics. 
They were world 
championships again in 1927, 1928, 
1932, 1936, 1937 and 1938. 
Kuppert was born in New York 
Aug. 5. 1867, and was named for 
hiB father, the founder of the Rup- 
pert Brewing Co. He went through 
Columbia gram mar school and pass­ 
ed examinations for admission to 
the School of Mines of Columbia 
university. 
But at his father’s re­ 
quest he went Into the brewery. 


Ruth Says Baseball Loses 
‘Best Man It Ever Had’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—“All I can 
say is. we lost the best man base­ 
ball ever had,” said Babe Ruth 
when informed of the Yankee own­ 
er’s death. 
“ He brought baseball to the top. 
Picked It up when It was a sort of 
hit and miss thing and made it a 
big business. 
He boosted salaries, 
built the greatest park in the busi­ 
ness (Yankee Stadium) and was al­ 
ways a fine fellow to talk with and 
bargain with. 
I had my troubles 
when I was a young fellow on the 
Yanks. The Colonel always treated 
me with the greatest consideration. 
He was a great man. 
“We'll never see another like 
him.”

\ l j E HAVE been thinking lately th at we ought to 
’ ’ 
call a m eeting of the alum ni of the old fash ­ 
ioned boarding house. W e feel th at som e steps should 
be taken to establish a perm anent exhibit of this 
once celebrated in stitution for the benefit of p oster­ 
ity, before it is too late. 
W e are inform ed that th e boarding house as we 
knew it has alm ost entirely disappeared from th e 
laud. It began vanishing som e years back before tho 
m ounting cost of food supplies, higher ren ts, servant 
problem s and the inroads upon its trad e by cheap 
beaneries. 
Then, too, th ere was the superannuation or com ­ 
plete passing of those lady geniuses known as land­ 
ladies. They ran the boarding bouses. They w ere 
g reat ladies, but of course they could not live for­ 
ever, though w e have seen som e we thought m ight 
be a good bet, a t th at. W e could not know ingly pass 
the grave of a boarding house landlady w ithout plac­ 
ing th ere a m odest bouquet. She m ight have been one 
of the good h earted ones. 
The boarding house, as m any of our custom ers 
are well aw are, w as a place w here you got th ree 
m eals a day and perhaps a room at so m uch a week. 
The price varied according to the caliber of th# 
boarding house. 
Som e of them w ere p retty hign 
toned, w ith the landlady sitting a t the head of the 
table a t m eals w ith her h air fixed up and trying to 
run the joint like her own fam ily establishm ent. 
In places like that a fellow had to w ear a starched 
collar and everybody said please w hen they w anted 
the gravy passed th eir way. And the conversation 
was quite classy. H ow ever, there w ere num erous 
o th er degrees of the boarding house. W e were fam il­ 
iar w ith all degrees. We played them Just the way 
we were financially rigged. 


t v *E SU PPO SE we infested as m any d ifferen t board- 
vV 
ing houses betw een the coasts in our tim e as 
any fellow alive. U sually we picked those patronized 
by sw itchm en and iron m oulders and fellow s like 
that, because we soon learned that you got the m ost 
grub for your m oney in those places w ithout too 
m any frills. 
W e developed a facility for scuffling for scoffincs 
with the best of them . W hen we h it New York and 
w ent to a boarding house som ew here along lu the 
W est Forties, we did not thing anybody living could 
out fum ble us at a boarding house table, unless they 
had been m aking love to the girl doing ihe serving. 
W e alw ays felt th a t w as a m ean advantage for any­ 
body to take on th eir fellow boarders. 
W e figured th a t against our two way reach by 
which w e epuld nail dishes on eith er side of us w ith 
a single gesture, the effete easte rn ers would have no 
chance, especially as we had been told they did a. 
lot of polite palavering about eating. W e w ere laugh­ 
ing in our sleeve w hen we sat down a t a long table 
though we did notice th at right off the bat we w ere 
m aneuvered out of a good position by a slinky lady 
with black h air combed down in bangs over her fore­ 
head. 
W e give you our word of honor th a t a t th a t first 
m eal we scarcely got a dozen bites. The o th er board­ 
ers m ade us look Ilk* a rank sucker. They all had 
the knack of flipping food from p late to m outh 
w ithout the excess m otion of tran sferrin g it by 
knife or fork, and that licked us. A fterw ards we d is­ 
covered we had w andered into an a cto rs' boarding 
house. 
TH ERE was one thing about boarding houses we 
liked. T hat w as you w ere always m eeting a lot 
of d ifferent people True, the inmates of boarding 
house# ran pretty much to type from one end of the 
country to the othe.r hut there were others varied 
enough to be interesting. As for the lirudladies. they 
varied chiefly in th eir dispositions. 
We liked the widowed ones who had seen much 
b etter days. They were apt to be more ten d er heart­ 
ed and less exacting about the bill than those who 
were running the hoarding house as a m eans to a 
livelihood and who had a bum of a husband in the 
background that hated work. They were alw ays w or­ 
rying and short of tem per. You could not blam e them 
considering the w ay they slaved trying to keep a 
raft of boarders, every on > with a different nature. 
half satisfied. 
B oarders in our tim es w ere alw ays a trying lot 
to landladies, especially those who could settle 
prom ptly. They kicked about everything. Som etim * 
we used to envy them because they were in a posi­ 
tion to Kick, a distinction we rarely acquired. To 
tell you the truth, w e seldom ever reached thHt 
pleasurable statu s around a boarding house of feel­ 
ing confident enough to ask for a second helping of 
the lam b stew . 
Probably m any of the hoarding house alum ni to 
whom we a re appealing will appreciate the reason

struggling against that throat. He 
called France the most dangerous­ 
ly placed nation in Europe today 
because her lands were better and 
her birth rate lower. To counter­ 
balance* this weight of opposition. 
France allied herself with Russia, 
according to Dr. Durant. 
"She paid a heavy price for this. 
for communism had free reign in 
France until last year it became a 
threat to every property owner in 
the nation and a counter revolu­ 
tion was started," he said. 
"It ie tho chief effect of commun­ 
ism in lands of a large middle class 
to produce a fascist revolution, and 
this is what happened in Germany ! 
Italy, to some extent In England 
and is happening in France and 
America today, for property own­ 
er* will fight for their property at 
the cost of liberty.” 
Dr. Durant felt the real reason 
why Daladier signed the Munich 
pact was because French commun­ 
ists had crippled his nation with 
strikes which stopped important 
shipping and airplane production. 
He praised the action as a wise re­ 
treat.

"Hitler nought to unite his people 
against a common enemy, tho Jew, 
and this purpose, arousing hat re!, 
is the greatest hope of Germany's 
enemies, this and the war on relig­ 
ion. which no government has fried 
and lived. The Pope is the greatest 
power against the Retell today.” 
He praised Hitler for taking over 
Austria and Siidetcnlaud without 
bloodshed or war, the only con­ 
quests so accomplished In history, 
and declared it was only right that 
these sections come into the Reich. 
Russian communism is no differ­ 
ent than the day* before the revo­ 
lution. with a czar and serfs, he be­ 
lieved. and this was the inevitable 
result of pressure from Germany 
on th*' west aud Japan on the east. 
"War with Japan Is inevitable, 
for Japan will not rest with Vladi­ 
vostok within distance of air at­ 
tack." 
Dr. Durant blamed America for 
the industrial expansion and im­ 
perialism of Japan, which forced 
the island kingdom into Interna­ 
tional trade at the point of gun*. 
"We object to the Chinese con­ 
quest by Japan because it is the 
beginning of the end of British 
dominance at Singapore and event-; 
ually In Australia.” 
Turning to America, lie said, “We 
want to back up Great Britain and 
France as the first line of de-| 
mocracy’s defense, but we loath 
wfar. How can we concoct a policy 
of pesce and 
yet 
conserve de-1 
mocracy and Christianity?" he ask-1 
ed. 
“First let us make concessions 
to italy to win her to our side. 
Then let us present a united front1 
to Germany, make concessions to 
her and win her back to civilize! 
Hon. For we are the haves and 
they the have-nots, and this breeds 
war. 
"Then let us face Japan united, 
recognize conquests of Manchukuo 
and 
Formosa 
and 
demand 
she 
withdraw her troops from Chins 
and restore the open door, lf she 
refuses, a combined fleet in the 
Shanghai harbor will make her see 
the light.” 
Dr. Durant concluded by saying 
"First we must settle our own 
class war here. for the rich and 
the poor are racing to see who 
will kill democracy first. 
"But none of this will come to 
pass if another war finishes the 
Job 
of 
destroying 
Christianity. 
Don’t let them teach you hatred 
before you know why.”

Oceans, Powerful Navy Remain Backbone Of U. S. Defense

fleets capture the headlines these 
days, the two great oceans, plus a 
powerful navy, remain the back­ 
bone of United States defense. 
In other words, military experts 
agree that the battleship is still 
monarch of the seaa. But they point 
out that a superior air fleet could 
turn the tide in a battle of other­ 
wise quite evenly matched naval 
forces 
a fact recognized by the 
navy for years with the result that 
its air force long has been rated 
the world's finest. 
Advocates of a gigantic air fores 
for the army say it Ie needed be­ 
cause of European powers increas­ 
ed plane strength and the definite 
inclusion of South America’s vast 
coastline in our defense zone. 
Germany, the No. 
air power, 
is credited with at least 10,000 
modern planet with. Italy second 
at 6,000. Army officers say the cur. 
rent U. S. air program of 2.320 
planes for the army and 3.000 for 
the navy might be adequate for 
defense needs today but at the rate 
Germany is turning out planes — 
an average of 500 a month during 
1938—It may be very inadequate 
within a year or two. 
W ant To Be Ready 
These officers insist that the best 
Insurance against war Is both an 
air force and a navy second to 
none. It might be too late, they 
say. to produce such an air fleet 
after an emergency developed 
The oceans remain 
however, a 
powerful natural defenee. 
On a sm aller sea—like the Med­ 
iterranean — iHnd-based bombing 
planea 
may 
challenge 
the 
war 
might of the battleship, but over 
the vast expanses of the Atlantic 
or Pacific airplanes are not capable 
of effective operation independent 
of w ar vessels. 
Planes need convenient bases, 
floating or fixed, for repairs, re­ 
fueling and reloading with ammu­ 
nition. 
And 
it takes the dread- 
noughts and their sister surface 
ships to maintain and protect tho#* 
bases.
